THAN LAST YEAR, BUT HIGH IN QUALITY. 

All the Eastern and Western Stars of 1915 Entered, 
Along with English and French 
Bred Candidates. 



The Kentucky Derby of this year did not receive 
as many nominations as did that of last year. 
Then there were sl.\t.v-eight entries, whereas this 
year there are but tifty-six. There is a 

good reason for this falling off. There has 
l>een general knowledge of the intention of 
the powerful eastern stables to send their best 
west to run in the forthcoming Derby. This lias 
had a deterrent effect on owners who otherwise 
would have taken a chance. It is not a matter 
of any particular consequence, except in the way 
of affecting the value of the race. The main tiling, 
the thing that will captivate the public imagination 
and conduce to a tremendous outpouring to view the 
contest, is that about every desirable three-year- 
old of the year has been nominated. Twelve of the 
entries are English and French-bred three-year- 
olds. with the high-class Clapperbill and Star 
llawk included. 

It is quite evident that II. P. Whitney is en- 
tirely willing to repeat his success of last year 
and, to that end, has made a remarkable entry of 
seven of his winners in 1915, including the twi 
stars. Thunderer and Dominant. It is to lie noted 
that F.rotno Is entered in his name, from which it 
may lie inferred that he has purchased that good 
colt from Mr. L. S. Thompson. Other eastern own- 
ers represented are James Butler, \V. It. Coe. Fox- 
liall F. Keene. Clarence - Maekay, W. I.. Oliver 
and John Sanford, most of whom are newcomers, 
so far as Louisville racing is concerned. 

Many a young horse falls by tile wayside eaeli 
year, when subjected to the searching test of bard 
training. This makes speculation concerning the 
probabilities of the Derby futile at this time. There 
is. however, apparent tile probability that the 
Whitney stable will furnish the favorite. A Do the 
possibility that the Kentucky Derby of l'.tlti may 
lie contested by the greatest field numerically in 
its long history- In the meantime its list of high- 
class entries is as follows:

Big Attendance and Good Racing Features of the 
Occasion — Pan Zareta Runs a Fast Mile. 

Hot Springs, Ark., March 11. — After a lapse of 
nine years, beautiful Oaklnwn again came into its 
own today when racing was resumed under auspices 
that bold out the promise that the revival of the 
sport will exceed the expectations of those who 
have worked so hard to bring about its restoration. 
Tlie pity of it all is that John Omdon and Dan 
Stuart, the two mostly responsible for the building 
of the costly plant and principal owners of it when 
the Amis law put a quietus on the sport here, did 
not live to see the renewal of racing. 

The opening was a gala occasion and taken part 
in by all the best elements of the town. The 
Business League members came to the course in 
a body and short addresses were made by Colonel 
8 . W. Fordyeo and Mayor McClendon. The half 
holiday that the latter proclaimed, brought about 
the suspension of business in the town between the 
hoars of 1 p. 111. ul 5 p, n, and enabled many 
employees of the business houses to participate in 
tlie opening. More propitious weather for the 
sport could not be conceived and tlie big throng 
began wending its way to the track early. All 
roads led to Oaklawn about noon and every mode 
of conveyance was employed from the high-priced 
private motor to the rented “happy hollow Jack.” 
Good nature ruled everywhere and the big crowd 
enjoyed the occasion hugely. 

There is plenty of opportunity far those specula- 
tively inclined, as seventeen layers did a rushing 
business. The style of wagering was not unlike 
that of old times, excepting that prices were not 
I displayed, but were voiced by the numbered “in* 

I t'i rotation” men on request. If the price suited, 
the bettor tendered his money and the "recorder” 
marked the transaction with the badge number on 
a long slip, of paper, on which other wagers pre- 
viously taken, or to follow, were likewise jotted 
1 down, making it in reality a sheet. The cashier 
paid all winners promptly. 

The layers had a strenuous afternoon of it, for, 
after the opening dash, favorites won in swift suc- 
cession and their success cost the layers a goodly 
sum. Fan Zureta’s introduction to a local racing 
crowd was u memorable one, for she won with 
ease and established a new track record of 1:3!* for 
a mile; l’ontotoc was tlie former holder at 1:39%. 

Many persons prominent in the racing world were 
conspicuous, the throng including Senator J. N. 
Camden, chairman of the Kentucky State Racing 
Commission. He took a keen interest in tlie pro- 
ceedings.

We desire that more attention be paid to 
longer distance racing and that the meetings be 
honestly and capably conducted. We therefore, re- 
spectfully ask that the State Racing Fammission, 
at the in. *tiiig called for March 20 at tin* Seelbach 
Hotel in Louisville, appoint, among otiiers, the 
following officials: Thomas Hart Talbot, to be a 

steward to represent the racing commission: 
Thomas J. Clay io be presiding steward, and 
William II. Shelley to lx* racing secretary.” 

When this petition is signed by tlie breeders it 
will la* taken by a committee to Louisville and 
presented to the commission at its meeting Mon- 
day week.

GENERAL NEWS NOTES OF THE DAY. 

From Washington yesterday' a dispatch said: 
While American troops are preparing to move 
aero.-s tlie Mexican border to exterminate the Villa 
bandits, General Carranza, in an official communi- 
cation delivered through Consul Silliumn, has asked 
tlie United States for permission to send his troops 
into American territory, if necessary, in pursuit 
of outlaws. Administration officials regard General 
Carranza's proposal as favorable. It seems to in- 
dicate that he will not protest against American 
troops on Mexican soil, as had been feared. Prac- 
tically, siH'li a reciprocal arrangement probably never 
would result in a single Carranza soldier crossing 
the 1’iie. as the |Missibility of bandits taking refuge 
iu American territory is considered remote. It is 
realized that such an arrangement, however, would 
go far to satisfy General Carranza and permit him 
to comply with popular sentiment in Mexico. The 
administration realizes the necessity of avoiding 
a breach with Carranza, if the Mexican situation 
is not to grow into the status of armed interven- 
tion. No American troeps actually have crossed, 
so far is known here, and it is believed none will 
start moving before night. All arrangements are 
lieing left in the bands of Major General Funston. 
Villa was today reported moving southeast with 
not more than 2<M) men. Last night's report gave 
IPs force as 3.00<l. hut that is believed to include 
sympathizers in his territory. 

In case of war. tlie United States could put into 
tin* Held on April 15, 1916. 8.087,873 men meeting 
every requirement of physical efficiency. This is tlie 
result of computations completed by Lieut. F. It. 
Kenney, chief recruiting officer of the Chicago dis- 
trict. and official computer for the United States 
army. Of unmarried men alone, who meet tlie re- 
quirements. we could put into the field 3,200,702. 
These men would make an army which for physical 
efficiency could not is* touched by any regular army 
in the world of equal numbers. 

Former United States Senator Henry Gassaway 
Davis of West Virginia, vice presidential candidate 
on tlie Parker democratic ticket in 1904, died at 
Washington at 1:45 a. in. yesterday, after a brief 
illness. He was ninety-three years old. Mr. Davis 
was stricken xvitli grip about a fortnight ago. while 
on a visit to his daughter. Mrs. Stephen It. Elkins, 
anil oil account of his advanced uge. was unable 
to withstand the attack. Interment wilt be at 
Elkins, West Virginia. 

The Paris report of yesterday says: The Ger- 

man-; have launched another violent attack against 
the village of Vaux and Fort de Vaux. the war 
office announced this afternoon. All attacks on tlie 
fort have lieen repulsed, lint the Germans have cap- 
lured a few houses iu Vaux village. Heavy fight- 
ing is also occurring on tlie west bank of the 
Meuse, near tin* eastern liorder of t’orbeaux wood . 
Tlie French, l»y a counter attack, drove the Ger- 
mans out of communicating trenches they had oc- 
cupied. 

While -ltounil from New Orleans to Havre, tlie 
French steamer -Louisianc was torpedoed and sunk 
liy a submarine Thursday in the Atlantic Ocean 
off the French const. The crew was rescued. Tlie 
Iiouisinne displaced 5, BKl tons. It sailed from 
New Orleans on February 11 with a 11. 000-ton 
cargo of American goods for tlie French govern- 
ment. On February 17 it arrived at Newport 
News. Va., and continued its voyage from that 
port the next day. 

After a lengthy interview with the Portugese sec- 
retary for foreign affairs. Herr Rosen, the German 
minister to Portugal, left Lisbon yesterday on a 
special train for Madrid, accompanied by the other 
members of the German legation. Their departure 
was not marked liy any incident. Parliament has 
been summoned to meet in special session. Tlie 
newspapers have lieen forbidden to print any 
news of a military character. 

Seven wounded Villa soldiers captured liy Col. 
II. J. Slocum's troopers of the Thirteenth United 
States cavalry in Thursday’s battle at Columbus. 
X. M.. will be charged with murder for the killing 
of tlie seven American soldiers slain in tlie fight, 
according to ail announcement yesterday by E. B. 
Stone, special agent of tiie department of justice. 
Tlie prisoners -include a boy twelve years old, and 
two officers. 

The American steamer Edna, formerly the Mazat- 



lan. which left San Francisco under charter to carry 
nitrates from Chile to the British West Indies, 
lias been seized by a British cruiser and taken to 
Port Stanley, Falkland Islands, according to a 
cablegram made public yesterday by Sudden & 
Christensen, the vessel’s owners. 

A Copenhagen dispatch quotes tlie Vossiclie Zoi- 
tung as stating that an Albanian congress will lie 
held in Sofia on March 15 to discuss the re estab- 
lishment of an independent government for Albania, 
and as declaring that Bulgaria approves this move, 
inasmuch ns it would hamper Italian aspirations 
in the Balkans. 

Pope Benedict yesterday made further concessions 
to modernism by issuing a decree permitting catho- 
lic churches throughout tlie world to use other oils 
than olive in tlie lamps before tlie main altars. In 
rare cases even electric lights will be permitted 
until the end of tlie war. 

Tlie Norwegian barge Sillium, New York to 
Havre, with seven Americans on board, was tor- 
pedoed Thursday night in tlie Havre roads, accord- 
ing to information received by the state department 
from its counsel at Havre. All tlie Americans were 
saved. 

From Berlin yesterday a dispatch says: Capture 

of French positions 1.400 yards wide and about 
two-thirds of a mile deep south of Ville-aiix-Bois. 
near Rheims, was announced today by tlie war 
office. 

The ordinance to sell the Automatic Telephone 
Company to the American Telephone and Telegraph 
Company for $0,300,000 was passed yesterday by tin- 
city council by a vote of forty-six to twenty-two.
